FSR" HERE AS about the {ixt day of Tanuary laft, 
| there was Intellizence given to J's the Lord Licv- 
tenant, of 4 dangerous Conſpiracy , plotted and in- 
tenacd , for ſurpriſing His (Majeities Towne and 


F/IESM Carriſon of Drogheda , Whereupon ſundry exami- 


nations were taken for finding oat the truth of the matter in all 
circumſtances , and the Contrrvers and intended Aftors therein, 
that ſo We might be the better giided 30 prevent that dangcrous 
Deſiene , which Wee cleerely foreſaw mizht ( in the conſequences 
of it ) break out into far greater and more generall miſchiefs , elþe- 
cially in the diftrafted condition wherein this Kingdome ſtands in 
preſent. And whereas Wee found.in thoſe Examinations divers 
Perſons charged in ſeverall degrees, concerning the ſaid Conſpiracie. 
wee therefore ( in diſcharge of Our dutie\ were neceſſitated to com- 
wilt tore(traint as many of them as could be fonnd, aswell for pre- 
venting the execution of the Deſ2ne, as for preſent terror to. others, 
not to preſume toattempt any thing in that matter , as alſo to the 
end thoſe Priſoners might be (in duc time \ fully heard, upon a faire 
and indiffcrent triall, amoneſl which Perſons ſoe committed, there 
were theſe three , namely A\ic© Lady Moore Viſcountes Dowoger 
of Drogheda, Sir Patr: Wemys knight and Captaine lohn Pon: 
fonby, who not only by che teſtimony of others, bir alſo? by their 
owne confeſ#ions on their examinations , (aud cvarged( thenrh in 
differing degrees ) concerning that Conſpiracy, aud who notw:1Hh-

ſtandino the great lenitie and mildnes of the proceedines held with 


them, have in ſeverall Letters, lat ely come toOur hands ( and ſiqn- 
ed by them, and direfted toſeverall Perſons in his Majeſties King- 
dome of England ) endeavoured to lay fowle and ſcandalous aſper- 
ſions mm his Majeſties Government and as his miniſters therein, and 
that intentionally and purpoſely done by them , in hope by ſuch un- 
juſt and cauſeles aſpcrſions invented by them , to gaine beleefe from 
ſome ( who know not the truth of the matter )that their committal 
was canſles and our proceeding with them unjuft. And albiit Wee 
70 way intend hereby to prejudze the ſaid Perſons or any others 
charge4 with guilt in that C _— , but ave leave the judgement 
and determination thereof to thaſe Laws andjudicatories to whoſe 
Corniſance the ſame is proper, Tet conſidering how undutyfully and 
indeed injuriouſly his Majeſlies authority in Our perſons ts tra4uced 
by thoſe three Perſons, in their ſaid Letters, as if We hal in their 


Caſes varied from the rules of juſtice and equitie, with this adition 


alſoin the caſe of Sir Patrick Wemys , that hz labors to inferr 
a nationall quarrell , in regard of his being of the ſcottiſh Nution, 
And in rezard We find by ſome of thoſe Letters which Wee have 
ſeen, that ſome of thoſe Perſons have written other Letters upon this 
Subjeit, wherein it is probable, that they have ot ſpared to traduce 
t4is Government as Wee find they have done in the ſaid Letters 
which are come to Our hands, Wee therefore holA it fit for vindicat- 
zng the honor and juſticeof his Majeſties Government intruited with 
us , andthe uprizhines and moderation of the proceeding in this 
matter of Vs his Miniſters , to ſet forth this Inſt and true Decla- 
ration , 

When by divers Examinations Wee found thoſe Perſons charg. 
e4 tonching the ſaid Conſpiracy, Wee did (in diſcharge of Our duty) 
committ them to reſtraint, in his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin, where 
Perſons of eminent qualitic are uſually canmirted, and there the 


were bo contmile in th2 condition of claſe Priſoners , untill they 
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ſhould be fully examined, Sir Patrick Wemys was committed on 
the 11 of lanuary , the Lady Moore on the 10 of Ianuary , and 
Captaine Ponſonby on the 8th, day of Tanuary in which con- 
dition they continued ( yet every of them with the attendants they 
deſired, and with full and free admiſion of all needfull Proviſion 
and accomodation for them ) untill the 22 of Tanwary, and hes 
( their examinations having oeen fully taken) they were ſet free 
from their cloſe Impriſonment , yet ſo as they were to continue Pri- 
ſoners 18 the Caitle, having the liberty of the Houſe untill further 
direttion of this Board. | 

But afterwaras Wee obſervins that many perſons repaired to them, 
under cullor of viſits, & that they madeill uſe of the favor granted 
them, in the freeing them from their cloſe impriſonment, Wee then 
( toprexent any further evill Conſequence to the publique) did order 
at this board, on the 28th, of January, that none ſhould be admitted 
to repaire to them, without ſpecial licence from V's the Lord Liew- 
tenant, 8ther then thetr 3Vives and Children, and neceſſary Servants, 
and in that manner they continued for a time, no manner of reſt ric- 
tion being at any time uſed, for brinzing them all needfull proviſion 
for ſuitinance and accomodation, 


on the 26th, of April the Lady Moore petitioning this Board 
far her liberty , upon ſuch ſecurity and conditions as We thould thinke 
fit, tt was ſignified to V's on her behaſfe, that in caſe Wee ſhould nut 
think it fit ta releaſe her, ſhe deſired that (he might be confined for 4 
time ta her Sonnes houſe at Saint Mary Abbey in Dublin, aud 
after :tp a Country houſe of her mothers at Dromnagh, within two 
miles of Dublin ,and thereupon ( in favor to her )) it was then or- 
dered, that [he and others ſhould become bound by Recognizance 10 
his Mejeftiewith condition that ſhe ſhould confine ber ſelfe during 
Eater tear, to the ſaid houſe in Dublin; aud that at the end of 
that tearme ſhe ſhould confine her ſelfe to the, Towne and Lands of 
Dromnagh, aud ta appeare Perſonally at this Board within two 
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dayes next after notice or warning to be left to that purpoſe at the 
ſaid houſe in S1int Mary Abbey , anithen not to depart without 
ecial licence of this Board, and that Recornizance being acknow 
l:aged, ſh: was then releaſed from her imprifoument in His- Majeſ- 
ties Caſtle of Davlin, and in that liberty ſh2 ill continues. 
And for Sir Paciick Wemys & Captaiy Ponſonby, they till con. 
tinue priſoers in his Majeitics (aid Caſtle, without any further ſtrict. 
nes uſed- towards them other then as is formerly herem mentioned. 
And conſidering that the Offences wherewith thoſe three perſons 
ftand charged, are of ſuch anhizh and tranſcendent nature, that if 
they were brought to their trialls , is 85 likely ( thou 7h Wee not pre- 
judze thers) it might perhaps prove penall to them ,in a higher de- 
gree, then it ſeemes they themſelves doe apprehend , Wee therefore 
have not been ſoe forward hetherto in brinzing them to their trials, 
as being indeed unwilling to uſe the vitermoſt ſeverity again# them, 
And wh:ther or noe that favor aud indulgence uſed by us towards 
them have found with them , thut eratitud? which Wee have de- 
ſerved may appeare in their ſaia Leiters witch follow here verbatins,

Am confident tha: you have heard-of my harſh-and 
 cruell uſag >, I till remain? in the fame condition, and 
am not to expet other, from theſe hands, by whoſe rodd I 
am ſcourged, I have no comfort, but a juſt cauſe, from which: 
ncicher TI nor my companions will ſhrinke, though death pur-. 
ſue us, deſire your care of us,{o as we may not be forgotten, 
if poſſible ſafety and releaſement may be procured*for us, 
Our enemies are bould, & we humbled, and are not to thinke 
of happineſſe, if ir come not from-the KingJlom wherein-you- 
are, [ know I need not uſe much p-rſwaſions to you, beleev- 
ing you haye not forgotten our miſeries, fince you were with:

Williams, who reported confidently your Lordſhip was dead, 
ſo asall things which belonged unto you heere, was thought 
to be diſpoſed of, which was in the power of our State, This 
was a great addition to the heavieſt of my misfortunes had I 


Not been revived by a better and truer informer, ſoone after, 


this prevented me with paſſton, forſo great a misfortune, to 
be added unto my miſeries, ſo that I did not acquaint your 
Lordſhip with my cruell uſage, which power here pleaſes to 
infid& on me, for no other cauſe, then adhering to thoſe

of the bitter cupp, before wee ſhall be admitred unto the

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like, that wee hill not be forgorten, bur thar ſo:me-courſe 
may be thought on for our releaſe, I amnow inthe Cultle 
cloſe Priſoner, where I hive been fitreem weeks, no! meanes 
allowed, all ſuſtenance taken from me other then what I can 
ſhifc for, I know your Lord hips goodaclle. will judge this 
harſh dealing with the wife of him that hath: loſtlito ſp-nt his 
Eſtate to the urmoſt of his power no way recciving any repa- 
ration other then this I now ſuffer with many threats of de- 
ſtroying the remaine of his d-are blood, GoolJ my Lord give 
meleaveto urge your favour in this great ex*reami:y, to take 
me ſo farc into your thoughts, as yo1 will procure what.reme-

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In the next place Wee thinke fit to obſerve ſome particulars of 
the many apparant untruths and falſehoods contained in the ſaid 
Leiters, which ( conſidered in themſelves, and reflecting ſoe hizhly 
and uniuitly on the perſons of Vs , who have the honor to jerve his 
Majeſtic in the Government of this his Kingaome ) are new Offences, 
a part and ſeparate from the other matters laid to their charge. 

T he Lady Moore tn her ſaid Letters of the 22 of April pretends 

Fr#, That ſhe ſtill remaines in acondirion of ha:ſh and crucll 

uſage, andthat ſhe is not to expe other, from thoſe hands by 
whoſe Rodde ſheis (courged , And whether or noe ſhe hath 
cauſe ſo to complatn appeares in the proceeding with her and herein 
Hormerly mentioned. | 

21y, That ſhe hath no comfort but ajuſt cauſe, from which 
She ſates neither ſhe nor her Companions will ſhrinke, though 
Dcath purſue them. Az if the purpoſing and laboring to betray 
and ſurprize one of his Majeſties Townes and Garriſons ( which is 
the cauſe for which ſhe was committed ) be a Iuſt cauſe , then indeed 
and not otherwiſe, is her canſe luſt, and conſequently the reſolution 
of hex and thoſe Companions ſhe mentions, wherein is alſo obſervable, 
that ſhe could not complaine of any ſuch cloſenes of re(traint , but 
that ſhe and thoſe others might have acceſſe one to another, whereby 
ſhe might ſoe well underſtand their mindes and reſulutions, and mus 
tnally agree on an nnautifull and preſumptions perlifiing in their 
Crimes. 

Thirdly That hcr Encmics arc bold and ſh2 and hers hum- 
bled, and ate nor to rhinke of happines if it cam? not from 
the Kingdome of England, But who ſhe means by thiſe Enimies, 
Wree unateritand not, yet if ſhe thereby intend V's , Wee confeſie Vee 
are Enemes to the Crimes whercwith ſhe ts charged, though not to 
her, And (he had ere this time found the fruits of it in her inlars- 
ment, if inlargment be the happines ſhe expetts out of Enzland, aud 
that in an neerer way, then from thoſe in Enzland, from whom ( It 


ſeemes ) 
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feemes) ſhe expedts it, if Wee had found her carriage ſuch, ſince her 
committielt, as became her in loyalty to his Majefy and dutie to His 
authority. | 
In the ſaid Lady Moores Letters to the Lord viſcount Conway, 
dated the 23 of April ( whereen what her expreſſions are towards 
the Lord Biſhop of Oſfo ry, and how unfit and uncomely from a perſox 
of honor, towards a oy of (oe eminent a Dignity in the Charch, 
the Letters declare) ſhe ſayes, firſt that on the report of the Lord 
Conways death, all things which belonged tohim here was 
thought to bediſpoſed of, which was in the Power of the 
State, whereas Wee did not ſoe much as heare of the Lord Conwayes 
death and conſequently could not therefore intend to diſpoſe of any 
thing of his in Our power, and if Wee had heard of his death , and 
had diſpoſed of what he held which was in our power to diſpoſe, Wee 
had therein done noe wrong to him or any other. 

Secondly ſhe pretends there alſocrucll ulage which ſhe ſays power 
here inflicts on her and that as ſhe alleageth, tor no other cauſe 
then adhering to the Engliſh, ©And that her uſage hath not 
been cruell, and that nothing is inflicted on her for adhering to the 
Emnzliſh, appeares by what Wee have herein formerly declared, But 
that which ſhe calls an ad7ering to the Engliſh , was in truth that, 
then which there cold bee nothing at this time more prejudicial to 
the Engliſh, and which ( by the bleſſing of God on Our Endeavors 
for the Eneliſh, ) was prevented. 

Thirdly that the late Lord Moores freinds are loaden with 
frowncs and ſevere puniſhments, from thoſe of whom they 
were to expect juſtice in another kind , which how antrue and 
ſcandalous it is, may appearein that there is none of thoſe ſhe men. 
10s, under queſtion, but her ſelfe, and whether there be not cauſe 
0 queſtion her, and to proceed againſt her with more ſeverity then 
We havehetherto done, her owne "Examinations and the teitimo- 


nies of others ( which on tryall of the matter when 21 ſhall come to 
ES B; judgement, 
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judgement, and which inthe mean time Wee forbeare to prejudee) 
will ſufficiently manifeſt. 
Fourthly that now poore Proteſtants deſpaire of juſtice, and 
therefore muſt reſolve toraſt and drink deeply of the bitter 
cup before they be admitted rothe [weet which 7s an aſpertion 
of a moſt high nature, and by her extended to 4 large latitude in 
ſufferers, but limitted by her as to theſe that cauſe it, only to us, 
( for ſoe her Letters inſinuate) whereas all our labor and endeavor is, 
to redeeme the poore Proteſtants out of their miſcries, and from taſ- 
ting further of that bitternes, whereof indeed Wee (with great grief 
and diſquiet of minde) doe know and feel, that they have already too 
deeply taſted, wherein alſo We (veing of them) have with them borne - 
Our part inthe comon Calamity , in a very high degree , And cer- 
tainly if ſhe have that ſenſe of the Proteſtants ſufferings , which ſhe 
pretends, it is 0n her part a mean retribution of gratitude to us, who. 
ſuffer and labor ſoe much for the benefit and ſecurity of the Proteſ. 
zants, to charge us foe wrongfully and unjuſtly, And it ſeemes [hee 
hath the rather uſed Vs his Majeities mini;ters, in that manner, be- 
cauſe the Sweet which ſhe mentions in her Letters , fhe expects not 
from his Majeſties authority entruſted with V's , but as (her Let- 
ters imply) ſome other way. 

Fifthly that ſhe was on the 23 of April when her Letters were 
dated a cloſe Priſoner fifteen weeks in the Caſtle. and noe 
meanesallowed her, and all ſuſtenance taken from her, other 
then what ſhe can ſhift for , Whereas ſhe well knowes that ſhe was 
a cloſe Priſoner noe lonzer then for ſix dayes , namely from the 16 10 
the 22 of lanuary , and that from the firſl moment of her being 
queſtioned, to this time, there hath been noe part of her ejtate in any 
kind ſoe much as touched, by any of his Majeities minifters, ſo care- 
full bave Wee been of her, and ſor farr from abridging her in her 

. .meanes,or taking any ſuftenuance from her, which was never hiadred 
but alwaies admitted her with all the reſpect due to a Perſon of her 
paality. | Sixtly 
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Sixth that She knowes it will be judged harſh dealing, with 
. the wife of him that loſt his life , ſpent his cſtate to the ut- 
. moſt, noe way receiving any repaiation , other then this ſhe 
now ſuffers, with many threats of deſtroying the remaine of 
. his deere blood, end (be concludes urging remedy for her and 0- 
thers redemption our ofthis (as ſhe calsit ) cruell ſubjeRion. 
T hat which ſhe calls hard dealing, is the mildnes wherewith Wee 
have hethertoproceeded with her, and for the deceaſed Lord her huſ- 
band Wee acknowledge his expenſe, his menritts, his death in his 
Majeſtres ſervice, and Wee retaine an honorable memory thereof, 
And which is much more, 4s his Majeily by his Royall Letters: ſent 
hether ſoon after the Death of rhe lite Lord Mooje , was eracioufly 
pleaſed to take notice thereof with great hoxor to that Lord ſoe his 
Majeitie by bis Royall Letters of the 1 of May laſt (even ſince he 
had notice of the ſaid Lady Moores reſtraint) hath (in favor of 
the new Lord Moore her Son ) required Warrant to be given for 
exonerating and diſcharging him, of all primer ſeiſinas meane pro- 
fits, and other Duties whatſocver to which his Majeſty is or may bee 
any way tintituled , by the Death of his ſaid Father, or otherwiſe, 
and likwiſe for all fines for alienations, and that he may ſue either a 
generdll or ſpeciall Livery of all his Lands, without paying any thing 
to his Mayfly for the ſame, which is a hizh and gracious favor and 
of great benefite and advantaze to the ſaid now Lord Moore , and
